In our sister colonies in Hritish Amer- 
ica, a ministry, or as it i;i comiiioaly 
known, an Executive Council, is an es- 
sential feature of the Constitution. This 

hears a ."similar relation to the (lovrrnor 
that the ininistry docs to the Monarch. 
In this c(>li)ny the great defect in onmwn 
Cunstitntien lies in the want of an \\\- 
ecutive Council similar to those of Nova 
Sculia, Canada, etc. Without it we can 
never make our rulers responsible to the 
[leople for their policy and mcasiirns, — 
nor can wc ever enjov the privileges of 
our liirtbright as Mritish subjects. The 
eoinnial name for this system of govoi'n- 
nient roiulueled by an Executive Coun- 
cil is I'lPsponsihle Covcrnment, or Gov- 
ernment by Heads of Departments. 
Each member of the Execnfivo (Iniincil 
is the lie;i(| of a deijartmcrit of the pii blic 
service, and responsible to the njprcsen- 
t;iti\es of the [ie,ipie in the Assembly fur 
the manlier in Vihich his department is 
conducted. iVow, on aupposilion that 
the colony of Vancouver's Island wished 
to adopt (ioviTiirneot by Heads of De- 
partment, she would first Cdiisider the 
number of (Ie|iartnieui5 essential to the 
proper iierformance of the public busi- 
ness.

here and in liritisli Coliiinhia, wu would 
not be compelled to hold the representa- 
tive of Her Majesty responsible for those 
measures which have tended so much to 
leslrny public confidence and ruin the 
prosperity of important colonies. 

No SIGN of preparation is made to de- 
velop (oir Salmon fishery. Why is this? 
Is everybody so intent on gold'digging, 
IradiuL', ami land speculation, that the 
existence of this gigantic sourceof wealth 
is entirely ignored? Or, are our citi- 
zens wholly ignorant of the mode in 
which they should be cured, and of the 
markets in niiicli they would yi(!ld an 
immense profit? The idea that bur gold 
fields, and their incident aiixilaries, are 
our only sources (jf wealth, must be ex- 
ploded. Tliey ni;iy and will give an as 
toiiisliing impetu.^ to the country ; but 
the [inidnction of gold creates an 'm 
settled population, and is not generall; 
so satisfactory a.s the means of industry 
and wealth, as the imperishable repro- 
ductive resources of our shores. Tens 
of thousands rnigtit engage annually in 
oiir Salmon fisheries, and add millions 
lo our wealth ; and consequently create 
thrifty homesteads and smiling firesides 
where, since the dawn uf creation, naught 
has disturbed the shore but the untutored 
Indian.

Wo 
would not have noticed il in piildic print 
were it not made by tlidse whom we feel 
confident have an ecpial respect for, and 
interest in, colored iiicu's welll'arc, ii 
common wiih oIIiiT races. Upon enter- 
ing into Iho (juery we have found it 
siinjjly this: Have the colored people 
come to this country to .settle jiermaneiil- 
ly for the future, or for pecuniary inter- 
est, intending only a transient stay '{ 
SVe would, hesitiHc to -irray this portion 
of commiiiiity hclun; the jiublic mind, 
were v.e not conscious that duly reipiires 
cf lis all public as well as jirivate infor- 
mation llial may .set us in a true light 
before those who may .sjieak, lliiiik, oi 
act toward us with distinction, Colored 
men, like all olher rnccs of men, are in 
ducod to action in tli(.- same direclicm l)y 
various niHtives; and are subject lo the 
same individual variety and social dis- 
tinctions that other races are, therefore 
in judging tlicir cn*e, as a community, 
men must never expect Diem a unit ; 
'this would he as umiaturul as unusual 
with men g(!iiorally. 

The writer having hud lti3 iioiior and 
pleasure of being one of the eomluctors 
of the educational, moral and religiuus. 
interests of llui colored community of 
California, for tlii! last 15 or 7 years, has 
some knowledge of tiie general character, 
condition, and intentions, of the colored 
people of this comniiinily, who hailfroni 
that re;,'ioii. 1st. — As to character— for 
sobriety, honesty, industry, intelligence, 
and enterprise,' they will "compare witli 
any. 2nd. — As U- condi lion— for re.s- 
pectaliilily, domotiecoiiilort, and wealth, 
tako Ihcni per numerical ratio, they are 
on pur with any. Thi s have purchased 
tluHisaiuls of dollars '.'.-.i ih of real estate 
on this Island, and up die river, ."ird. — 
r Respecting their intenlions in migraiiiig 
' to this country— their object was three 
fold : I — To belter their political condi-; 
lion ; in (laliforuia they were disfran- 
chised. Without the legal ]iroleclion of 
life, liberty, and jH o|H-rly ; they were not 
admitted to testify in courts of justice 
if against white personfi ; their 



was only admissahle when in no way 
ainst white parlies. Whatmockery of 
justice, — it would disgust antiquate bar- 
barism. These (iiitniges were not owing 
to our want of the Iriie re(|uisiles of true 
and worthy citizens, for our oppressors 
luive acknowledged those reijuisiles in 
us, as intelligence, industry, lionesly, 
and inteyrily. But wc were viclimized 
by a riitiiless prejudice— (for the Moloch 
of AiiK^ iean slavery, wlio.«ie iron fingers 
are now dripping with human gore;) 
from Ibis prejudice wn have fled to a 
country goverueij by a nation far-famed 
for justice and humanily. na.-^ty for- 
tunes \yp seeknot ; iwith some of us loss- 
es liave been sustained, that the chief 
advantages of the country cannot briefly 
indemnify ; but this is a .secondary eoii- 
ddoratioii with lis : lh(^ full, free, aial 
leaceablc enjoyinciit oflliose highest in- 
herent rights with which Heaven has gift- 
ed man, is the crowning thought with 
riot dollars and cents. 2. — We 
come here not to seek social favors, but 
to enjoy those conimoii social rights thai 
civilized, enlighteued, and well regula- 
ted comiiiiinities gimranlee to all their 
members. Wc come not to seek any 
particular associations— (those of us who 
understand ourselves ;) we only desire 
social ritrlits in common wilb oilier men. 
I'ai ticular society is a erealnre of circuni- 
siances, and e.^liihlishes and regulates it 
own governnieiit. lis iidini.-^sioiis or 
reslrielions no human legislation can iii- 
terdii i, except they come in contact with 
the general laws of com'miihily".' 'There- 
fore we are not nn\ioiis ahoiil particular 
society, in vievv (jf caste. .".—We have 
come to this c.mnlry to make il the hmd 
of our adii[ilioii for oiirsidves and oin- 
cJiildrcn. We have come to possess tlie 
s(dl ; to'till the earth ; to reap its pro- 
dnetinns, extract its minerals ; to mould 
its rorks and foiTsis into firesides ; and 
lo iill the solitary places with joy ami 
gladness ; lo gild the western verge oi 
(dd ocean with while winged messengi-rs 
lo glide ujion the bosom of every .sea: 
and build up for Ourselves and cliildrcn, 
luippy homes in the land of the free and 
liouic of the brave.

At a com'OcalioM of tlio Univcrsily of 
London, ^vliicb was held on Wednesday, 
the 23th Nov., the quest ion of parliamen- 
tary reform was raised. A rcsnliilion 
was adopted demanding for thiil univer- 
sity (lie snmo rppiTseiiliilinn ns is rnjoyoil 
])y Oxford and Caniliridci', nnd nfipoiiil- 
iiiLf a i(iinniilli'(' tn cinkr with the gov- 
ci'iiini'nt nn tiie siilijcrt. 

The J.ceds rU-foriii Registration Aspoci- 
.'ilion has adojitcd a report in favour of 
an extension oftlic sidTra'^'c. L'iviiij.' tli(V 
franeliise of ?!n;dl honiugli^ Ic iargi' 
town;-, addptiiii; llic hallnt, r.nii shorten- 
ing the duration of )\-iriiainonts, and has 
rf'sulved lo lakr rieps tn convene a pulh 
lii'. lueeling of llie inhabitants of the hor- 
ongh npoi! the .subject. 

At a meeting of the Oldhana Reform 
Association, last week, resolutions were 
j)asscd to tlie clfect that no measure of 
reform will adequately meet the wants 
of tiie age that does not include manhood 
suffrage, vote bj ballot, equal electoral 
districts, annual Parliaineuta,. and pay- 
men! of inembers. Another resolution 
pledged the meeting to support that 
measure of reform wliich should be near- 
est in accordance with these principles. 

Mr. Jolui Rriglit, in acknowledging 
the receipt of a resolution passed at a re- 
cent meeting in Ilealon iNorris, assuring 
him of the cordial eo-operation of that 
district in liis ell'orts for parliamentary 
reform, says — " If the l\eformers gen- 
erally do not uiove now and resolve to 
have a solid iinprovBment, 1 shall think 
I have spoken too soon, or that niycoun- 
Irymen have lost Iheir ancient love of 
freedom or lliuir hope of obtaining il. 
Every town in the kingdom and every 
parish wlicro inon are free tu sjieak 
should speak now. If tiiey speak tJieir 
voice will be attended lo." 

A society called into existence at the 
recent reform meeting in Manchester, for 
the purpose of eliciting and giving cirecl 
to the feelings of the inhabitants on the 
iiuestijn of I'efurni, has assumed tiir 
name of the " .Manchester Manhood Siifl- 
rage Association." Any person agreeing 
with the principles of the association — 
thai is, manhood sulTrage, vote by bal- 
lot, etpial electoral di.stricts, and triennial 
parliaments— may bocome a member on 
the payment of iiol less than a sWlling 
yearly to the 'uuds. 

A ]ii ( liniinai y meeting of some of the 
most inllueutial Heformers of Edinburgh, 
presided over by Mr. Duncan M'Laren. 
was held on Saturday the 20th, when the 
]irini'ipli's of llin London Reform (^oni- 
niitlee, l(ii:ci!;ci- with the additional 
nieasin'(! nl' more nicnilrors for Scolland, 
were adopicil.

•SO long as we are forced to briag our 
winter .supplies through their ports, so 
long can we not hope to cuniinaiid such 
terms of re-adjustment us we ought lo 
obtain. If it be true that " in time of 
|)eace » nation should prepare for war," 
ind that you are never so much esteem- 
ed by your neighbours as when il is a 
matter of perfect indilferencc to you 
whether they like you or desire to -si.'rvc 
YOU or do not, Ihen is it also Ihe truly 
wi.-e course for Canadian .statesmen to 
annei, ns speedily as they conveniently 
may, the iiuirilime provinces to our own. 
Nor should a man with any i)relensiuns 
lo stalesmaii.'^hii) remain unobservant of 
coniiiicnial politics, or confine his views 
to the daily pellier round of Provincial 
alTuira. Blexico is sinking to decay ; 
the United States are the natural heirs or 
residuary legatees of this dying sister re- 
public. They must ere long come into 
possession, They have advanced loo 
iar in the race of southern cenipiosl to 
refuse the trust — they have too licrccly 
refused lo allow any European interfer- 
ence, to decline the task of guardian.ship 
of selling once more in order Ihisdis- 
or.ganized body politic. The absorption 
of .Mexico involves much beyond the 
mere acquisition of territory. It invol- 
ves a consiilerahic standing army, the 
increa.se of I Ihis piublic expenditure, the 
draining olT the wild, hot blobd of the 
iiortli into ttie.'^e southern- fields. It in- 
volves a si.'iious complication of the sla- 
;'iy ljuesrioii, pereli.ance a severance of 
le li:]i()n. And can weremaiii allogi'tli- 
er nnconcemed spectators of the game V 
Shall we be allowed to rest quietly apart ? 
Or will there be no attempt by the men 
of the north to drag us in as a cnunter- 
jojise to southern extension, to join our 
forces to theirs, and take up their (jiiar- 
jel against the southern sla\e powio'? 
Wc shall f^ec : but this much is certain, 
that we shall be enabled to act more 
wisely, with more dignity and care for 
our own peculiar inloiesls, if we can ac! 
loL-ellier in the name nf all liritisli >'orili 
Anii'i'iea. niii i n belialf of disimitcd and 
tlicrefure weak Provinci'S. English and 
American s!;ilesinen tiolh look !o Hiis fed- 
eration as a national issue from llie dilli- 
cutties of oiir jiresenl political position ; 
Ihe leaders of opinion in bo!li nalioiis 
are looking on wilh interest, lo see if wc 
Mr(^ ci|Oal lo the great task and de.-tiiiy 
before us. Shall we jirove onrsi'lves 
worthy of our descent from their ances' 
tors— Kif our relationship to them ?
